Before lh<! Assembly was convonoci we 
wero assured that it was the intenlion of Iha 
Government to bring in a bill to add t.yo 
more members to the representation of ihis 
town. When the Legi«laiare met, the Gov- 
ernor announbe.I iri his Speech that a bill 
would be brouaht in " to increasrt ihn repre- 
eeiitatlon of thH toAii ut" Victorin."

The bill lia." not been ko rnufli as muntioned 
by one side ur tlie ollii'r, ahhini^h ii Inilf 
sheet :)f pap'T would b; siillicienl ti) eiuross 
it ii[)iM, iiiid luoiiiy HI nute.-t would be lon^ 
eiiouiili lo run it thruugh. three readms", if 
e.vppiliiiinis legislali were the dbjecl I'f 
thu ("lovernuieii!. Several times iiia'IRrs 
have been iirpiinuiicHd in operiiiij; speeclieH, 
that were desirable, but beyond their 
bare mention or R make-believe edurt 
to enact laws on the (■ubjecl, nothing has 
been done. This necurreil partieularly 
in reference to an locnr|ioralii>n Act. Con- 
sequeiilly the qiieftion ol more rti|iresiMiia- 
lives for the town ludnn kept in alx'yaiiee 
for three months induces the conclusion that 
It was mentioned in the speech ns u piece of 
Buncomlie. 

We are not d'spoipd, however, to allow 
the question to be -helved without brinmni;

A mere f;lance at the nuiolier 
of voters in each dintrict proves, beyond con- 
troversy, that the town is the most unfairly 
represented district of any In the Colony. 
Attlielast reviMun nl voters ihero were <>n 
the reijislered lists, as ((dl.ws • Vn'toria town 
446; Victoria district, lit); K-qnimalt town, 
66; Ksquiinalt and Metchosiu district, 72 ; 
Saanich, .'^C) : Silt Sprin? I.slnnd and Ohe- 
maynes, 38; Soi.ke, 16; Lake.59; Naiiairno, 
oil—makirii; a total of 868 registered voterK in 
the electoral districts. The sinnllesi con- 
stituency is Sooke, anti the lar;,rest Victoria 
town; the former has 16 voters, and the 
latter 446 ; yet Sooke is allowed one tcpre- 
sentnlivB, whilst Victoria is only allowed 
two. Thus sixteen voters in the unimport- 
ant district of Snoko are equal to 223 voters 
in the chief district in Hie colony, the con- 
stituency that pays rieaily all the taxes that 
make up the annual revenue. Ttie injiMMce 
and disproportion in uur eleclural sy-tem 
may be demonstrated still more cle.irly on 
reference to another distiict. For instance, 
Victoria county with 116 volers, sends lo ine 
legislatuie three members, whilst Victoria 
town wiin 4 16 vdiers, sends only two riietn-

There ia not how- 
ever any d.niht about two things: that Vic- 
toria is not fairly reprewL'titinl ; anil that she 
in justly entitled to more representutive.i than 
she han now. , • ,, ■. i ; ;
